TO ROME, ITALY 


My. and Mrs. Edd Kelley, 

Route 1, Glenwood, receiv- 
ed a letter from their son, 
Pfe. Connie C. Kelley, tell- 
ing about his visits to inter- 
esting cities in Italy. We are 
giving excerpts from his let- 
ter which was written last 
March: 
“Dearest Mother & Fath- 
er: * * * T have been sight- 
seeing the past few days 
and have had a chance to 
visit Rome and other places, 
hut Rome is my favorite city 
in Italy so far, 

“T will tell you a few of 
the interesting things I saw 
while down that way. I saw 
the ruins of the old Roman 
city which is just about all 
rotted down, and where it 
was rebuilt about the time 
the Romans used to destroy 
while Jesus and His Disci- 
ples were there, I visited the 
church where Peter and 
Paul were put in prison. Al- 
so. went into the cell they 
were put in. Remember 
where they hit on the bottom 
of their cells and asked for 
water and it came. Also saw 
where Peter bumped _ his 
head and the rocks became 
salt. Then I went to see the 
Vatican City; heard the 
Pope make a speech. I went 
almost over the whole thing 
and saw things that looked 
impossible, but it was actu- 
ally being done in those 
days. If you will notice on 
some of those little cards I 
sent you, you can see the 
little round hall on top of 
St. Peters Dome, his church. 
Well, I climbed to the top 
and sat in that hall. You 
might could tell how bright 
it is if you notice on those 


cards. Anyway, it took us 
abeut 14% hours to go up 
there. I happened to go on 


the wrong day, as I could 
have seen some of the real 
cross which they only show 
at certain times. I could just 
keep writing on that subject 
but just remind me to tell 


you about it when I come 
home. O. K.? 


“Tm in the rear in a rest 
camp so you can stop wor- 
rying for awhile I’m send- 
ing you all a German hel- 
met. Take care of yourself 
and write when you can, for 
a soldier enjoys getting his 
inail.

U.S. Shifts Weight to Pacific; 
More Civilian Goods to Come

ONE FRONT: 
Speedy Shift 


Despite persistent reports of Jap 
peace feelers, America is going full 
speed ahead for an all-out war in 
the Pacific following Germany's un- 
conditional surrender, bringing the 
European conflict to an end after 
almost six years of the bitterest 
fighting in history. 

No sooner had Col, Gen, Gus- 
tav Jodl officially thrown in the 
sponge for Germany on orders of 
Fuehrer Karl Doenitz than the 
American high command geared it- 
self for a shift to the Pacific, with 
plans calling for retention of an 
army of 6,968,000 and navy of 
3,389,000; the transfer of many air 
wings to the east to supplement 
Super-Fort raids cu Japan, and the 
shipment of almost 3,000,000 troops 
from Europe within a year, 

At the same time, however, pro- 
vision was made for keeping 400,000 
American troops in Germany to oc- 
cupy the southwestern part of the 
country while the French take over 
the Rhineland, the British the north- 
west and the Russians the east. 


Way Out 

Reading the handwriting on the 
wall even while Germany was still 
hanging on the 
ropes, Jap business- 
men, seeing their 
industries being re- 
duced to rubble 
even before the 
U. S. could throw 
her full weight into 
the fray, reportedly 
made indirect ap- 
proaches for peace, 

If such is Japan’s 
intent despite the 
recent announce- 
ment of her government officials 
about a fight to the finish, Pres. 
Harry S. Truman was seen as offer- 
ing the Japanese an opportunity to 
give up and still save face by his 
detailed definition of ‘unconditional 
surrender” in a V-E day statement. 
Then, the President said: 

“Tt (unconditional surrender) 
means the end of the war. 

‘Tt means the termination of the 
influence of the military leaders who 
have brought Japan to the pres- 
ent brink of disaster, 

“It means provision for the re- 
turn of soldiers and sailors to their 
families, their farms, their jobs. 

“Tt means not prolonging the pres- 
ent agony and suffering of the Japa- 
nese in the vain hope of victory.” 

In shifting U. S. strength to the 
Pacific, the services plan to ship 
some construction, supply and main- 
tenance forces directly from the 
European theater, while moving the 
bulk over through this country. 


Map Movements 


Including some 1,000,000 troops 
with extended combat records, who 
are to be released along with the 
wounded and overaged, the army 
will bring 845,000 men home in the 
first quarter after V-E day; 1,185,000 
in the second, and 807,000 in the 
third. Those who will be retained 
for the Pacific war will be given a 
30-day furlough, then reassigned for 
duty. 

Need for staggering the return of 
troops from Europe stems from the 
gigantic task of transferring equip- 
ment for the Pacific war, Ac- 
cording to estimates, from 60 to 75

More Goods 


Though war production will con- 
tinue to dominate U. S, industry 
until the Japs quit, civilian output 
should increase in 
proportion to the 
volume of material 
and manpower freed 
from army cut- 
backs, About 1,500,- 
000 workers prob- 
ably will be re- 
leased by contract 
cancellations within 
' the next six months, 
War Mobilization 
Director Fred Vin- 
son estimated, with 
another 3,000,000 let 
out after that. But all should find 
ready employment in reconversion, 
expansion and basic industries, 

Washing machines, vacuum clean- 
ers, radios and furniture should be 
available in limited quantities with- 
in a year, Vinson said, and some 
automobiles should also come off 
the assembly lines, though not 
enough will be manufactured to 
meet demands until 1948. With 
textiles and leather continuing to re- 
main scarce until the Pacific war 
ends, the government will push up 
production of low-cost clothing and 
non-rationed footwear. 

With the nation’s food stocks be- 
low requirements, rationing will be 
maintained, with meat, sugar and 
butter in the tighest supply. With

How Discharge Plan Works 

Over 100,000 men a month are 
to be discharged under the 
army’s separation system based 
on vet's credit of 85 points, 
with 1 point for every month of 
service since September, 1940; 
1 point for every month of over- 
seas outside the U. S.; 5 points 
for every combat award such as 
the distinguished service cross, 
the purple heart or battle partici- 
pation stars; and 12 points for 
every dependent child under 18 
up to a limit of three.

Allied Terms 


Having vanquished Germany, the 
Allies showed no disposition to soft- 
en up in the imposition of terms, 
with extended military occupation 
aimed at a close supervision of in- 
dustry, finance and government to 
prevent a rebirth of militarism. 

According to occupation plans, the 
British have taken over the most 
highly developed industrial terri- 
tory of Germany along with the im- 
portant North sea ports; the Rus- 
sians the heavy wheat and grain 
growing districts and “Little Ruhr’ 
of Silesia; and the U. S. the agricul- 
tural area of the southwest, 

Long sought by the French for its 
military as well as industrial im- 
portance, the Rhineland reportedly 
was assigned to them. Prize plum 
of this territory is the Saar coal 
land, which provided the French with 
one-third of their prewar solid fuel.

LESSON TEXT—Nehemiah 6:1-4a, 5, 
G, 8, 12; 9:1-8 

GOLDEN TEXT-—-Ye shall seek me, 
and find me, when ye shall search for 
me with all your heart,—Jeremiah 29:13. 


God loves men and takes delight 
in blessing them and _ prospering 
them on their way. When He must 
punish them, it is a source of grief 
to His Father-heart, 

That fact probably explains why 
the period of the captivity of the 
Jewish people is passed over in 
silence in the historical accounts 
of the Bible. We do know that 
prophets were sent to minister to 
them and to keep alive their hope 
of restoration to their own land. 

When the Jewish captives were 
ready to return to their land, the 
silence of sacred history is broken, 
and we learn of their experiences 
in rebuilding the temple and the 
wall of Jerusalem from the books of 
Ezra and Nehemiah. 

Many and varied were the ob- 
stacles, but in due time they were 
surmounted, and by God's help the 
work was accomplished. Now the 
time had come for a spiritual re- 
vival, and God had His man and 
His message ready for that hour, | 

Ezra, the scribe, was God's 
servant in bringing the Word of God 
to the people. The elements of suc- 
cess for any revival are found here. 

I. An Open Book (8:1,2). 

The Word of God is quick and 
powerful and sharper than a two- 
edged sword (Heb. 4:12). That 
mighty weapon does not need any 
apology or defense, It needs use. 
The soldier in battle unsheaths his 
sword or fires his gun, He does 
not send pamphlets to his enemies 
telling them what an effective weap- 
on he has—he uses it and gets re- 
sults.

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FARMERS URGED TO 
INVESTIGATE LIVE- 
STOCK CONTROL ORDER 


By Hugh D. Sexton 
County Agent 
Farmers are affected by 
an order issued by the OPA, 
known officially as “Control 
Order 1, Livestock Slaugh- 
ter and Meat Distribution.” 
OPA Form MC-3 contains 
considerable information 


dealing with farm — slaugh- 
tering of meat. A copy of 
this Form ean be obtained 
at the War Price and Ra- 
tioning Board at New Brock- 
ton. 

The above mentioned 
Form states that farm 


slaughters will be known as 
“Class 3 Slaughters” under 
control Order 1. A class 8 
slaughterer is a farmer who 
slaughtered, or had slaugh- 
tered, livestock which he 
owned and from which he 
sold or gave away not more 
than 6,000 pounds of meat 
during any 12 months pe- 
riod from Jan. 1, 1944, to 
March 81, 1945, inclusive. 
After May 381, 1945, ac- 
cording to Control Order 1, 
ell Class 8 slaughterers will 
not be permitted to sell or 
give away meat resulting 
from the slaughter of live- 
stock they own unless they 
have registered and have 
been granted a Class 3 
Slaughterer’s Permit. 
Coffee County farmers 
should file their applications 
for Class 8 Slaughterer’s 
Permits at the Rationing 
Board in New Brockton. Far- 
mers who do not intend to 
sell or give away meat be- 
fore June 30, 1945, have 
until that date to register 
for permits. 
This order does not re- 
strict the amount of live- 
stock a farmer slaughters 
for consumption in his own 
household. For additional 
information and interpreta- 
tion of the above mentioned 
Order, farmers are instruct- 
ed to contact the Rationing 
Board at New Brockton.

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PACIFIC: 


Victory Pattern 

Though the Tarawa, Iwo Jima and 
Okinawa fighting has proved the Jap 
no set-up, America's tremendous 
material resources and Japan's 
comparative skimpy means prom- 
ises to bring about the enemy's col- 
lapse much in the manner of Ger- 
many’s. 

Flying 500 at a time, B-29 Super- 
forts were setting the pattern for 
Japan's defeat even as U. S. army 
and marine forces rooted the enemy 
from his heavily fortified ‘Little 
Siegfried line’ on Okinawa, with the 
big bombers showering thousands 
of tons of gasoline-jelly incendi- 
aries on the big industrial center 
of Nagoya. 

Extent of the destruction of Na- 
goya was all the greater because 
of the establishment of shops in 
small buildings and homes for the 
production of different parts for 
main assembly, With a_ one-time 
population of 1,328,083, the city was 
the site of the famed. Mitsibushi air- 
eraft factory and railway, ma- 
chinery and metal works. 

Leveling of Nagoya suggested the 
same treatment of other great Japa- 
nese cities within the same area in 
the effort to paralyze the enemy's 
industrial capability and thus bring 
his formidable land army to its 
knees. 

With her vital industries 
packed In the Tokyo, Kobe- 
Osaka and Nagoya districts in a 
total area less than that of 

, Nebraska, and with 14,000,000 of 
her 73,000,000 population crowd- 
ed in those vicinities, Japan’s 
whole war - making potential 
stands as a particularly vulner- 
able target for the great fleets of 

VU. S. bombers which will oper- 

ate with increasing force now 

that the European war has 
ended, ' 


Furthermore, U. S. mastery of the 
sea threatens to virtually isolate 
the enemy from the Asiatic main- 
land and Pacific islands upon which 
he has depended for substantial 
quantities of food, raw material 
and supplies. 

Against this bright picture, how- 
ever, stands the record of fanatical 
Japanese resistance against impos- 
sible odds wherever he has fought 
in the Pacific. Best recent ex- 
amples are Iwo Jima and Okinawa, 
where Nipponese garrisons have 
withstood the most grueling pre- 
ponderance of U. S. material and 
troop superiority to hold out to the 
last dying gasp from strongly fortl- 
fied subterranean positions hewed 
from rugged terrain, 

With Jap engineers showing sur- 
prising skill in preparing such de- 
fenses, U. S. infantrymen, supported 
by tanks and flame throwers, 
have been compelled to move in 
close to root out the entrenched 
enemy after heavy air, sea and 
ground bombardment failed to 
wholly wipe out various strong- 
points. 

Just 325 miles from Tokyo, 
Okinawa has been bitterly de- 
fended by the enemy seeking to 
prevent another island air base 
from falling into the hands of 
U. 8. forces, Victory in the 
Marianas furnished a site for 
B-29 stations for the increasing 
raids on the enemy mainland, 
and Iwo Jima also yielded 
strategic air strips. Thus, the 
Japs have stood bitterly on 
Okinawa, inflicting over 28,000 
casualties on American land, 
sea and air forces at a cost of 
over 48,000 dead to themselves.

EUROPE: 
Army Rules 


Declaring ‘'the Allied government 
of Germany is going to be military, 
and the Germans 
are going to know 
it is military,"’ Lt. 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
undertook deputy 
rule of the U.S. oc- 
cupation zone under 
Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 


General Clay as- 
sumed his task as 
Allied _ authorities 
stated that all Ger- 
man industry, trade 
and services first would be used to 
support U. S. and British occupying 
forces before civilians, and Germans 
would be allowed to hold office only 
on the local level. 
Having announced former con- 
gressman and budget director Lewis 
W. Douglas as his assistant and 
diplomat Robert Murphy as head of 
the political division of the military 
government, General Clay said that 
all that is left of Germany's war in- 
dustry would be destroyed, all traces 
of Naziism rooted out and war crim- 
inals sought and punished. 

At the same time, Allied authori- 
ties declared that Grand Adm, Karl 
Doenitz’s government was a tem- 
porary stopgap presently being used 
to carry on the disarmament of the 
German military and naval forces. 
Despite Doenitz's government's 
statements that a central German 
regime was necessary to prevent a 
breakdown in the country’s econom- 
ic life and the threat of communism, 
the Allies are proceeding along their 
own lines. 

Meanwhile, the Allies pushed 
plans for the trial of war criminals 
even as U. S. congressmen, return- 
ing from an inspection of notorious 
Nazi concentration camps, flatly 
blamed the Hitler regime for their 
existence, 


CIVILIAN ECONOMY: 
More Goods 


Provision of more cars and more 
tires for essential civilian use along 
with loosening of controls on the 
manufacture of many peacetime 
items heralded the gradual recon- 
version of industry following read- 
justment to a one-front war. 

Though the huge needs of the Pa- 
cific war will still rate No. 1, re- 
lease of manpower and material as 
a result of lessened demands after 
V-E Day will permit a limited re- 
sumption of civilian production, as 
already reflected in permission to 
automobile manufacturers to turn 
out 200,000 passenger cars this year, 
and the increase in tire rations for 
essential motorists by 500,000 for 
May. 

Though another 400,000 cars are 
scheduled to be produced in the first 
quarter of 1946 with the rate rising 
to 2,000,000 annually by 1947, trucks 
will be given preference in manu- 
facture, with emphasis on light- 
weight models, officials declared. 

Relaxation of controls on produc- 
tion of coat hangers, bathtubs, ice 
cream freezers, pie plates, mop 
wringers and hundreds of others of 
such items paved the way for their 
substantial output when steel, cop- 
per and aluminum become avail- 
able in increased amounts in mid-
